Mayor Mitchel at Cooper Union last 
night continued his attacks upon Mur- 
phy, William R. Hearst, Judge Hylan, 
the Tammany Mayoralty candidate, and 
Samuel Untermyer. The Mayor dwelt 
upon patriotism as being the keynote of 
the municipal campaign, and said that 
the forces behind Hylan’s candidacy 
were not in sympathy with the Govern- 
ment's war policy. 

The Mayor devotéd most of his speech 
to assailing Murphy and Hearst, who, 
he said, are really the twin candidates 
for Mayor against him. The Tammany 
ticket, he said, had been put forward 
falsely in the name of Democracy, and 
in referring to Mr. Untermyer's denial 
that he had associated with Dumba or 
von Bernstorff, as charged by the May- 
or in his City Hall speech on Monday, 
the Mayor wanted to know about con- 
ferences between Mr, Untermyer, Dum- 
ba, and von Bernstorff at the former's 
home. He also quoted an alleged news- 
paper interview in which Mr. Unter- 
myer was quoted as saying he was op- 
posed to the United States declaring

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 3.— Budapest dis- 
patches recelved here say that at a din- 
ner given by the Hungarian Premier, Dr. 
Alexander Wenerle, in honor of Count 
Czernin, the Austro-Hungarian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, the latter, in reply 
to an invitation to make a statement 
concerning his peace policy, said: 

To Talleyrand has been ascribed the 
saying that words are given to conceal 
thoughts. It may be that this saying 
was true for the diplomacy of his cen- 
tury. But for the present time I hard- 
ly can conceive a phrase less accurate. 

„The millions who are fighting in the 
trenches or behind the lines wish to 
know why and for what they are fight- 
ing. They have a right to learn why 
peace, which the entire world desires, 
has not yet come. When I was appoint- 


ed to my post I utilized tne first oppor-

AIMS AT WORLDWIDE BAN 


Will Use Pressure in South 
America and Elsewhere to 
Stop Aid to Teutons, 


TRADE AGREEMENTS TO END 


United States Undertakes to Replace 
‘Supplies Now Drawn by En- 
tents from Neutrals.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Officials here 


see in the action taken by Great Britain 


in announcing a complete embargo on 
shipments to the northern neutrals of 
Europe one of the most important devel- 
opments since the United States entered 
the world war and shut the doors of its 
commerce to the Central Powers and to 
nations like Holland, Sweden, Denmark, 
and Norway, which have been accused 
of helping to feed and arm the Ger- 
mans. 

It is understood here that the United 
States had urged upon Great Britain for 
some time the necessity for taking this 
step and that negotiations have been 
carried on by this Government with 
France, Italy, and other countries in the 
alliance against Germany to induce 
them to take a similar course. 

Great Britain, according to the under- 
standing in official circles, has con- 
sented to abrogate all of its trade agree- 
ments with the northern neutrals, thus 
probably forfeiting the share of their 


products which it has heretofore ob- An 


tained. This share in almost every in- 
stance was far below the quantity re- 
ceived from the same neutral countries 
by Germany, while Germany has to 
depend almost entirely upon these neu- 
trals for essentials. Great Britain and 


the other allies of the United Btates win 


be able to obtain them from other fields, 

The Untied States Government. has 
agreed to bend every effort to aid its 
allies in obtaining those supplies which 
may be cut off by the abrogation of the- 
agreements with the neutrals of Europe. 
Shipping will be directed and the com- 
merce of the United States regulated 
with this point in view. 


Aim to Present Unitea Front. 


By such concerted action a.clean slate 
will be presented in so far as trade 
agreements between any of the coun- 
tries allied against Germany and the 
northern neutral nations of Europe are 
concerned. Furth negotiations with 
these neutrals will be carried on only 
upon the theory that the underlying 
principle will be the starving of Ger- 
many into submission. 

This weapon, which many officials 
here are convinced is one of the most 
powerful in the hands of the United 
States, will be exercised to the full to 
isolate Germany.

Only 13 British Ships Sunk; 
Week’s Record Lowest of War 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—Eleven British 
merchantmen of more than 1,600 tons 
each and two vessels under 1,600 
toris were sunk by mines or subma- 
rines last week, according to the 
British Admiralty statement made 
public this evéning. 

The ship arrivals were, 2,680, and 
the sailings, 2,742. The merchant 
vessels unsuccessfully attacked, in- 
cluding seven previously, were six- 
teen.

This statement of the Admiralty. 
again shows a new low record of 
sinkings of British merchantmen 
since Germany began her intensi- 
fled submarine campaign.
